PARKING FEE BID 
FOR RAIL STATION

COMMUTERS could be forced 
to pay to park at Gobowen 
Railway Station under new 
proposals. 

The station is one of only a few left 
in the UK where train travellers don’t 
have to pay for parking. 

The pay and display plan is 
one of a series of proposals that 
have been put forward by Shrop¬ 
shire Council. Under the plans 
some Shropshire Council-run 
car parks in Oswestry would be 
cheaper but others dearer. 

Three of Oswestry’s car parks 
including Central Car Park are 
run by Oswestry Town Council 
which says it has no plans cur¬ 
rently to make any changes. 
Selattyn and Gobowen Parish 
Councillor David Lloyd said the parish has long 
wanted to see charging brought in for rail trav¬ 
ellers at the station with some spaces reserved 
for short stay shoppers. He said: “It is crazy that 
a station car park, which has lighting and CCTV 
cameras, has no charges. Bringing in charges 
makes total sense and is something that the par¬ 
ish council has been looking at itself, but there 
have always been obstacles in our way. Rail 
travellers drive from miles away to Gobowen to 
avoid having to pay for parking at their local sta¬ 
tion. Since charges were introduced at Ruabon 
we have noticed a marked increase in vehicles. 

“It might mean more people parking on the 
street, but we already get that anyway all over 
the village. You cannot get a parking space in 
the car park after 9am and it is unfair on villag¬ 
ers who want to park. Local people who want to 
use the pharmacy, Post Office or do some shop¬ 
ping cannot get a space.” 

The plans were due to be discussed by Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s cabinet yesterday (Wednesday) 
and if approved will go out for consultation.

Hundreds join protest over maternity unit closure 



Hundreds of campaigners marched from the Bailey Head in Oswestry to the orthopaedic hospital in Gobowen 


HUNDREDS of campaigners sounded a de¬ 
fiant message to health bosses against the 
closure of maternity units in Shropshire at a 
protest march and demonstration. 

Protestors of all ages marched the two miles 
from Oswestry to the orthopaedic hospital 
in Gobowen in blistering heat on Sunday to 
show their anger at the closure of the units. 

They were joined by about 100 marchers 
who walked from Gobowen railway station 
to the hospital. Maternity units at Oswestry, 


Bridgnorth and Ludlow are temporarily 
closed because of a staff sickness crisis across 
the county’s maternity services. 

Health bosses at Shrewsbury and Telford 
Hospital NHS Trust say the units could be 
closed for up to six months. Many local fami¬ 
lies, and even a Star Wars stormtrooper, took 
part in the march and said they were deter¬ 
mined to oppose the closures amid fears the 
units could be permanently closed. 

Mum of four Liz Grayston organised the 


Oswestry march and said she was delighted 
with the strong support. 

She told the demonstration: “Women’s 
choices are being reduced. 

“One side effect is the closure of inpatient 
post natal care.” 

After the demo Mrs Grayston said: “The 
big turn-out typifies how strongly people feel 
about this unit and the health service. 

“This is a hugely important battle.”

Council agrees to 
further changes 
at recycling sites 

CONTROVERSIAL changes to recycling 
centres in Powys have been revised fol¬ 
lowing a public backlash and increased 
fly-tipping. 

Powys County Council voted on Tues¬ 
day for five day a week opening for its re¬ 
cycling centres and to introduce a permit 
scheme for residents who use commer¬ 
cial style vehicles. These residents have 
found themselves turned away from cen¬ 
tres after the council introduced a ban on 
pick-ups and trailers to stop commercial 
businesses illegally using the recycling 
centres. The council announced in Janu¬ 
ary it would close centres to make urgent 
budget savings in the region of £700,000. 

That prompted anger across Montgom¬ 
eryshire and led to the council instead re¬ 
ducing services from seven to three days 
a week across all its recycling sites. A new 
cabinet launched an urgent review and at 
Tuesday’s cabinet meeting councillors 
voted for five day a week opening and a 
residents’ permit scheme. 

Councillor Myfanwy Alexander said 
residents in her area were making 40- 
mile round trips to the recycling centres 
only to be turned away because their 
pick-up, the only vehicle in the family, 
was no longer allowed to use the facility.

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Senior health minister in 
plea over baby unit services 


Food festival always sweet news for town

SENIOR health minister and 
Shropshire MP Philip Dunne has 
called for the reinstatement of 
maternity services at the coun¬ 
ty’s smaller hospitals. 

Mr Dunne, who is Minister for 
Health and second only to Jeremy 
Hunt, has met health chiefs to press for 
a return to normal service after units 
at Bridgnorth, Ludlow and Oswestry 
were closed for up to six months, due 
to ongoing staffing issues. 

Mr Dunne said he was “surprised” at the 
move, which comes as a third large-scale 
march in support of maternity services took 
place on Sunday, with hundreds of protest¬ 
ers marching through Oswestry. 

Mr Dunne met Simon Wright, chief exec¬ 
utive of Shrewsbury and Telford Hospitals 
NHS Trust (SaTH), and head of midwifery 
Sarah Jamieson, to call for a return of ser¬ 
vices as soon as possible. Mr Dunne said: 
“Mr Wright confirmed these closures are 
absolutely temporary in nature, and would 
help alleviate problems with long and short 
term staff sickness in the maternity team 
at the consultant led unit in Telford. This is 
a move purely to safeguard patient safety. 

“I made clear that any such closures 
must also necessitate a commitment to re¬ 
solving staffing issues, by recruiting more 
midwives as soon as possible. Mr Wright 
confirmed the trust was pressing ahead 
with recruiting more midwives immedi¬ 
ately.” 

Deirdre Fowler, director of nursing, 
midwifery and quality at SaTH, said: “The 
safety of mothers and babies using our ser¬ 
vice is our number one priority and this 
proposal, albeit difficult, is something we 
have given careful consideration. 

“I would encourage any woman using 
our service who has concerns or questions 
about how this will affect them to discuss 
their birth options with their midwife.” 

A drop-in session for parents to discuss 
their experiences at the maternity units 
will be held tomorrow (Friday) at the Whole 
Life Centre in Cabin Lane in Oswestry 
from 9.30am to 3.30pm. 


OSWESTRY Food and Drink Festival has 
brought about four million visitors to the 
town in the past decade, organisers have 
estimated. 

The streets of Oswestry will be full of 
sights, smells and tastes of food and drink 
on Saturday and Sunday for the 11th festi¬ 
val. Director, John Waine, said there would 
be about 60 stalls in Cross Street and Bailey 
Street as well as those on Oswestry market. 

Visitors can also enjoy the Cambrian Beer 
Festival at the Cambrian Heritage Rail¬ 


way’s Oswestry station building and music 
including jazz on Bailey Street courtesy of 
Hermon Chapel, with the Os Rocks Choir 
performing on Sunday from 12.30pm. 

Kinokulture Cinema will be screening a 
remake of Whisky Galore! tomorrow (Fri¬ 
day) and Saturday, both at 7.30pm. 

Mr Waine said a report commissioned for 
the second Oswestry food festival found it 
had attracted about 393,000 visitors to the 
town. 

“We have grown since then so I estimate 


that we have probably brought about four 
million people to Oswestry in the past dec¬ 
ade.” 

Two local producers taking part are Tom 
Parker and Lindsay Chaplin. 

Tom produces the chilli-based, Odin 
sauces from his home kitchen in Oswestry. 

Lindsay’s Cakes grew from Lindsay’s love 
of baking. 

She said: “Oswestry food festival was the 
first one I did - it was a way I could dip my 
toe in the water.”

Deal will provide bright 
future for rail station

A VILLAGE railway station is to 
be returned to its former glory 
under community ownership. 

And it could lead the way to the res¬ 
toration of a former branch line from 
the station at Gobowen to Oswestry. 

The buildings on the station plat¬ 
form at Gobowen have been bought by 
the Gobowen Area Improvement Group 
(GAIP). They had been in private owner¬ 
ship for many years and were destined to 
be sold at auction. 

However, intervention by Selattyn and 
Gobowen Parish Council with a Commu¬ 
nity Right to Bid application opened a path 
for the buildings to be secured for the com¬ 
munity. 

Sheila Dee, community rail officer for 
the Chester Shrewsbury Rail Partnership 
and a member of the group, said: “This 
acquisition provides the foundation for an 
ambitious project to see the historic station 
returned to a former glory whilst also pro¬ 
viding a connecting rail service to Oswestry 
with intermediate stations at the orthopae¬ 
dic hospital and tourism venues along the 
route. 

“The development will also considerably 
enhance the employment opportunities 
within the local area, particularly in tour¬ 
ism and engineering within the railway 
spectrum of the project.” Through the 
Community Right to Bid process the group 
has had to raise the necessary funding and 
since has sought assistance from Three 
Parishes Big Local, the Big Lottery funded 
programme for Gobowen, St Martins and 
Weston Rhyn. Three Parishes Big Local 
provided a £110k grant and a loan. Spokes¬ 
man, Glenn Pennington, said: “We were 
impressed with the innovative opportuni¬ 
ties that the station buildings project offers 
for revitalising the local area.” 

The Oswestry Station Building Trust 
acted as the facilitator and will be the 
owner and financial partner in the man¬ 
agement of the project and working within 
GAIP will continue to plan the future de¬ 
velopment of the station buildings offering 
security of tenure for the existing tenants. 


Marathon runners raised £46,000

nurse on Ludlow Ward, and Jamie 
Roberts, healthcare records clerk. 

Louise, who ran the marathon 
in 5:32:19, said: “I loved the whole 
experience, it was absolutely in¬ 
credible and as a staff nurse here it 
made total sense to raise funds for 
RJAH.” 

Jamie, who crossed the finish line 
at 5:32:17, added: “It was hard but 


the feeling of crossing the finish 
line was one of the best experiences 
of my life, and the support I’d had 
from everyone was brilliant. 

“Thanks to that support I man¬ 
aged to raise just over £2,100 which 
is a great achievement, so I’d also 
like to thank everyone who sup¬ 
ported me.” 

The hospital is now looking for 
runners willing to support it by tak¬ 
ing part in the 2018 London Mara¬ 
thon.

Council to apply 
for £200k support 

WELSHPOOL Town Council is apply¬ 
ing for £200,000 to develop two tour¬ 
ist attractions. 

The council is pressing ahead with 
plans to restore the Motte and Bailey 
in the town, which is the first thing 
seen by motorists travelling to Welsh¬ 
pool on the A483 from Oswestry. 

The area, which also has the for¬ 
mer railway docks nearby, been left 
untouched for many years and now 
the council have agreed to apply for 
£100,000 from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund to fund the project. 

The earliest records of the Motte 
and Bailey date back to 1196, and the 
council is committed to restoring the 
historic monument. 

A further application for £100,000 
is also being made to restore the town 
hall courtroom into a museum. 

Care home boss 
accused of theft 

A CARE home manager accused of 
defrauding a resident of nearly £5,000 
has appeared in court. 

Cherie Reynolds, of Ashgrove Res¬ 
idential Home, in St Martins, near 
Oswestry, faces allegations of theft 
and fraud between July 2015 and Oc¬ 
tober 2016. 

She appeared at Shrewsbury Crown 
Court on Monday where no plea was 
given. The case relates to allegations 
that cash totalling £4,837 was missing 
from the account of a late resident. 
The matter was adjourned until July 
24. Reynolds, of Church Lane, St Mar¬ 
tins, was granted bail by the court.

Three 17th century cheques sold at auction 


THREE 17th century cheques 
signed by the grandson of the first 
Lord Powis have been sold at auc¬ 
tion. 

Cheques issued by Child and Co 
Bank in 1688, 1689 and 1690, were 
signed by Roger Palmer, 1st Earl of 
Castlemaine and the grandson of 


the 1st Lord Powis, whose portrait 
hangs in Powis Castle in Welshpool. 

They were sold recently for a 
combined total of £360 at fine art 
auctioneers Halls’ fine pictures, sil¬ 
ver, jewellery and coins auction in 
Shrewsbury. The cheques were for 
‘Four score pounds’, three pounds 


and 10 pounds. Roger was mar¬ 
ried to Barbara Villiers, Duchess 
of Cleveland, who was famously a 
mistress of Charles II and mothered 
five of the king’s children. 

After separating from his wife in 
1662, Roger travelled in France and 
Italy. By 1664, he was in the Levant, 


serving as an officer in the fleet of 
the Venetian Republic, commanded 
by Admiral Andrea Cornaro. A por¬ 
trait of him hangs in Powis Castle, 
a National Trust property, and has 
been attributed to Venice’s leading 
portrait painter at the time, Sebas- 
tiano Bombelli.

Runner tells of encounter 
with large snake at canal

A RUNNER has warned fellow joggers to keep an eye out for snakes 
along a canal after having a close shave. 

Av Jones was out running down the canal in Welshpool on Thursday last week 
when she had a close encounter with a black snake. 

She took to social media after her ordeal to warn others about the incident. She urged 
others to keep an eye out when walking or running along the stretch of canal near the 
industrial estate and the Flash Leisure Centre. Ms Jones, writing on Facebook, said: 


Three months 
of work starts 

A THREE-month-long set of roadworks on 
the Shropshire border has started.

Roundabout. 

There will be four full weekend closures 
of the road towards the end of the works, 
road bosses said. 


“Just to let the runners and walkers know 
that I saw a snake on the canal leading out 
of Welshpool by The Flash. As I was run¬ 
ning back under the first bridge you get 
to, a very large and long all-black snake 
launched at my leg. 

“Luckily, I jumped high enough that the 
snake brushed passed my leg and missed 
biting me. Just watch out for your dogs and 
legs if you’re going up there. Biggest snake 
I’ve ever come across in the wild.” 

Grass snakes after often sited in Mid 
Wales, however, earlier this year in North 
Wales a venomous snake was spotted on a 
beach on Abersoch. 

The adder was spotted by a woman on 
the beach, and the previous summer four 
children were bitten by venomous adders 
near beaches in Gwynedd. 

Ms Jones believes the creature that tried 
to stop her run was a black adder. 

She said: “I think I startled the snake as 
I came very fast at it from under the bridge. 

“But I’ve never seen such a large snake 
in the wild before. That’s why I thought 
I should warn people, especially with lit¬ 
tle dogs or children. It looked like a black 
adder.”

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Library set to retain funds i%vD 
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support from authority

OSWESTRY Library will continue to receive funding from Shropshire 
Council under a new draft strategy 

But there will be no funding for smaller libraries such as Gobowen Library in 
the future, if the plan is agreed. 

The updated strategy has been released by Shropshire Council outlining which libraries 
will continue to receive funding and which will have to find ways to become “cost neutral” 

- or in other words not require any cash 
input from the county authority. 

The strategy outlines three “tiers” of li¬ 
brary. In tier one are the main libraries 
in the county’s larger market towns, that 
will continue to receive full funding, includ¬ 
ing Bridgnorth, Ludlow, Market Drayton, 
Oswestry, Shrewsbury and Whitchurch. 
In tier two are libraries in smaller towns 
and communities that will have five years 
to find a way to run without council money 

- as funding will taper off over that period 
until stopping altogether in April 2023. 

Those in tier two include Church Stret- 
ton, Pontesbury, and Shrewsbury’s Library 
at the Lantern, as well as libraries that are 
already run by community groups - with 
support from Shropshire Council - such 
as Albrighton, Bishop’s Castle, Cleobury 
Mortimer and Ellesmere. Requiring more 
urgent action will be those in tier three, 
again in smaller towns and communities, 
that will only have one year until losing 
funding altogether. 

Tier three libraries include Bayston Hill, 
Broseley, Craven Arms, Gobowen, Highley, 
Much Wenlock, Shifnal and Wem, some of 
which already have community organisa¬ 
tions running them, though some of which 
are still in the process of finding a way to be 
run in partnership. 

Gobowen Library has already been trans¬ 
formed into a community hub to ensure its 
long term future. George Candler, direc¬ 
tor of place and enterprise for Shropshire 
Council, said it was important to stress 
that the strategy was one that the council 
wanted feedback on - both from the general 
public, and from town and parish councils, 
businesses and organisations that might be 
involved in the running of the services. 

He said the draft plan will be put to 
Shropshire Council’s cabinet this week 
after which it will go out for consultation. 


HGV driver 
suspended 
over records 

A HGV driver has been suspended from 
professional driving for knowingly making 
false driving records. 

Industry regulator Kevin Rooney made 
an order against Christopher Mannion, 53, 
of Greenfields, St Martins, near Oswestry, 
and a host of other drivers after concluding 
they had chosen to hide the true facts of 
their driving. Mr Mannion was convicted of 
two offences of knowingly making a false 
record on August 15, 2016, and the offences 
occurred in May 2014. 

His false records hid offences where he 
drove during a rest period. 

Traffic commissioner Mr Rooney said 
that drivers’ hours and tachograph rules 
were designed to prevent drivers from 
working whilst tired. 

They also set a context for competition 
between hauliers - and therefore drivers - 
by specifying maximum driving periods and 
minimum rest periods. 

After suspending Mr Mannion and driv¬ 
ers from other areas of the UK, he said: 
“The system of regulating drivers’ hours 
relies to a significant degree on trust and 
it is inescapable that the drivers’ actions 
struck at the heart of that trust.” 

Mr Mannion’s suspension began at mid¬ 
night on Sunday, and runs for four weeks. 


Is park gun on the move?

Oswestry Town Council has commis¬ 
sioned a statue of Wilfred Owen to be sited 
in Cae Glas Park. 

Local resident and former councillor, 
Heather Bickerton, fears the new statue 
will go where the 25-pounder artillery gun 
stands at the front of the park. 

Mrs Bickerton spoke out at last week’s 
town council planning meeting. She said: 
“The gun should not make way for the Wil¬ 
fred Owen statue. It was put in the park 
to mark the links Oswestry has with the 


feature in Cae Glas Park in Oswestry 

artillery. The gun is as important to the 
artillery as its colours and we have a lot 
of artillery men who still live in Oswestry. 
Wilfred Owen was a soldier but there were 
many many soldiers from Oswestry who 
also hated war but went to war and died for 
their country.” 

She suggested that the statue could in¬ 
stead go in the middle of the floral bedding 
area in the park. Assistant Town Clerk 
Arren Roberts said the final decision on 
where the statue of Wilfred Owen would 
go had not yet been made. Local artist and 
sculptor, Timothy Guy Turner has mod¬ 
elled the statue which will be cast by the 
Llanrhaeadr company, Castle Fine Arts.

This week I’m applauding 
police forces across the country 
for launching a crackdown on 
motorists using phones at the 
wheel - though there has to be 
a better solution than simply 
fining drivers and endorsing li¬ 
cences. 

It’s become my pet hate. I 
now detest the sight of drivers 
flouting the law with their mo¬ 
biles locked to their ears. Using 
a mobile at the wheel has been 
an illegal offence since 2003 
but despite the penalty being 
doubled from £100 to £200 and 
points from three to six drivers 
continue to ignore the law. 

In the past week I twice fol¬ 
lowed articulated lorries which 
were wandering from kerb to 
the wrong side of the white line 
in a dangerous fashion. On each 
occasion the driver was seen to 
be using his mobile - a poten¬ 
tially deadly distraction. 

Studies have shown that driv¬ 
ers using a mobile are slower 
at recognising and reacting to 
hazards and that split second 
of concentration lapse could so 
easily result in catastrophic re¬ 
percussions. 

The increase in the fine and 
penalty could mean that a newly 
qualified driver could lose their 
licence if caught using a hand 
held mobile phone within two 
years of passing their test. But 
few seem to be taking notice of 
the threat which means a differ¬ 
ent approach is needed. 

The answer must surely be 
to disable all mobile phones for 
drivers on the move. Companies 
are currently developing Apps 
which detect the speed of cars 
and immobilise the phone’s GPS 
system unless it is connected to 
a hands-free Bluetooth system. 

The scene is being set for the 
showdown of all showdowns and 
I would love to be a fly on the 
wall when Oswestry business¬ 
man Peter Starbuck and TV 
star Ricky Tomlinson come face 
to face over an issue stemming 
back more than 40 years to the 
Shrewsbury pickets strike. 

Mr Tomlinson was jailed for 
two years for ‘conspiracy to 
intimidate’ during the picket¬ 
ing but has battled to clear his 
name. 

At the time of the alleged of¬ 
fences Mr Starbuck operated the 
town’s biggest building contrac¬ 
tors. 

It’s been over 40 years since 
the Shrewsbury pickets strike 
but it seems old wounds aren’t 
healing, in fact they seem to 
be festering. There is no doubt 
Ricky Tomlinson will go to any 
lengths to clear his name so 
expect him to turn up for the 
showdown with all guns blazing.

Strike row debate to take 

matter of weeks 



J0NNY DRURY reports on 
moves for a showdown 
between a former housing 
boss and a famous picketer 

TV star Ricky Tomlinson and 
Oswestry businessman Peter 
Starbuck are due to meet face 
to face in a matter of weeks 
to thrash out issues stem¬ 
ming back over 40 years to the 
Shrewsbury picket strikes. 

The former Brookside and Royle 
Family actor has been battling to clear 
his name for over 40 years since he was 
jailed for two years after being found 
guilty of ‘conspiracy to intimidate’ while 
picketing in Shrewsbury in 1972. 

During a passionate speech at Oswe¬ 
stry Cricket Club earlier this year, Mr 
Tomlinson attacked Mr Starbuck, Os¬ 
westry’s largest building contractor at 
the time, for claims that Mr Tomlinson 
loaded beer on to a bus full of picketers. 

During the fiery speech in Oswestry, 
Mr Tomlinson called for Mr Starbuck to 
meet for a face to face showdown in order 
to get to the truth. 

Mr Starbuck agreed to the request. 

Mr Tomlinson has been gathering 
evidence to show to the Criminal Cases 
Review Commission to have the cases re¬ 
ferred to the Court of Appeal. 

Speaking last week Mr Tomlinson re¬ 
newed his calls for the meeting, and said 
he is more determined than ever. 

He said: “I’m available to meet him 
whenever and I want the people of 
Oswestry and Shrewsbury to know the 
truth. 

“He didn’t want it to happen before his 
book was published, and it was published

in America recently and I have man¬ 
aged to get a copy. 

“It is amazing, the book is based on 
a man called Drucker and talks about 
business, but then there are two chap¬ 
ters in there that talks about me. 

Sued 

“If he would have mentioned about 
loading ale onto the coach again, I 
would have sued the company and him. 

“I was in charge of one of the coaches 
that day, but no ale was loaded onto it. 

“Throughout the 55-day trial in front 
of witnesses and police officers, there 
was not one single mention of one sin¬ 
gle can of beer.” 

The ongoing controversy all came 
from a strike on September 6, 1972. 

Union bosses bussed members from 


for his part in the strike controversy 

North Wales and Chester to picket 
building sites in Shrewsbury, but no 
arrests were made by police. 

Five months later, after strikers’ 
aims were settled, several building 
workers were accused of sabotage and 
vandalism. 

A high profile police investigation 
was launched, with 24 building workers 
convicted and six jailed. 

Mr Tomlinson and Des Warren, who 
died in 2004, were jailed for the longest 
time, and have become known as the 
‘Shrewsbury Two.’ 

They refused to testify at Shrewsbury 
Crown Court against fellow strikers, 
and claimed they were offered a deal to 
plead guilty and be fined. 

Mr Tomlinson refused to plead guilty 
and they were found guilty of ‘conspir¬ 


acy to intimidate, an act that had not 
been used for 98 years 

He has battled for years and is still at¬ 
tempting to clear his and Mr Warren’s 
name. 

Mr Starbuck was principal director 
and joint shareholder of Oswestry con¬ 
struction company WSJ Ltd at the time 
of the strikes and convictions. 

Mr Tomlinson now wants the truth to 
come out in front of the cameras. 

He added: “He said he wants the 
meeting to be constructive, but I want 
him to tell the truth. 

“I will be bringing witnesses and a re¬ 
searcher with me to the meeting. 

“I want him to retract that statement 
he made in the thesis for his PHD. 

“I am not going to let him get away 
with it. 

“I want the cameras there, and for the 
truth to come out. 

“I want him to put his money where 
his mouth is. 

“Let me know dates. 

“I’ll come to wherever and I’ll have all 
the papers and my researcher and the 
truth can come out.” 

Mr Starbuck, who gave evidence in 
the 55-day trial, has always claimed he 
has told the truth. 

He confirmed he hopes a face to face 
debate can take place in six weeks’ time. 

Mr Starbuck said: “I have agreed to 
an interview and debate on Shropshire 
radio. 

“I still have preparation to do, I need 
to look back through my research and 
court papers, but I have no intention of 
breaking my promise I made to him. 

“It will be run by Radio Shropshire 
and that is what has been agreed. 

“I think it can probably take place in 
about six weeks’ time, and between now 
and then I have more details to look at 
because it needs to be honest and not on 
emotion.”

Late last month, I had a meet¬ 
ing with officials from the De¬ 
partment for Transport in Lon¬ 
don. I had previously met the 
Transport Minister, John Hayes, 
in Parliament to discuss press¬ 
ing transport and infrastructure 
projects in North Shropshire, 
which I campaigned for during 
the election in June.The Depart¬ 
ment for Transport will publish 
Road Casualties Great Britain at 
the end of September. This doc¬ 
ument will detail the number of 
casualties on our roads and their 
cost. The figures which I had to 
show John Hayes when he vis¬ 
ited the constituency in March 
were stark. Since 1991, there 
have been over 1,785 casual¬ 
ties on the A5 north of Shrews¬ 
bury up to the Welsh border at 
Chirk. At the last count, 1,407 of 
these were slight, 320 were seri¬ 
ous and 58 of these were fatal. 
The dangerous mixture of com¬ 
muters, farm traffic and Heavy 
Goods Vehicles makes it imper¬ 
ative that we dual and improve 
the A5. Last Friday in Llangollen, 
I met the Cabinet Secretary for 
Economy and Infrastructure for 
the Welsh Assembly, Ken Skates 
AM, to discuss my campaigns 
on road and rail. It was a very 
constructive meeting, as we are 
in agreement regarding dualling 
and improving the A5, building 
an A483 Pant to Llanymynech 
bypass in addition to deciding 
the criteria for the rail franchises 
up for tender. 

This weekend, I received an 
email from a councillor in Pant 
explaining in detail how road¬ 
works and traffic control on 
other roads were affecting the 
A483, which is a strategic Welsh 
road running through North 
Shropshire. It is crucial to get 
cross-party support on building 
an A483 bypass as it is a Welsh 
strategic road, which requires 
some funding from the La¬ 
bour-held Welsh Assembly. 

Ken Skates, the Minister re¬ 
sponsible for the Wales and Bor¬ 
der Rail Franchise, agreed with 
me that that bidders should offer 
to provide a regular service every 
30 minutes from Shrewsbury to 
Birmingham and Shrewsbury to 
Manchester Airport. We want 
new, clean, faster, quieter, larger 
and more reliable trains. Neigh¬ 
bouring MPs and I are similarly 
in agreement. Finally, Ken Skates 
and I will continue to work with 
the Secretary of State for Trans¬ 
port, Chris Grayling MP, to make 
sure that he includes require¬ 
ments for bidders for the Intercity 
West Coast Franchise to extend 
the current Shrewsbury-London 
service on to Gobowen, Wrex¬ 
ham and Chester.

Child escapes 
serious injury 

A CHILD who fell from a window 
of a home in a village near Oswest¬ 
ry avoided suffering major injuries, 
emergency services have said. 

An air ambulance had been sent to 
the scene in West Place in Gobowen 
just before 11am on Wednesday last 
week. 

The air ambulance was called over 
fears the young child was badly hurt. 

Murray MacGregor, of West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance, said: “A doctor on 
board the air ambulance assessed the 
patient and the injuries were not as 
serious as first thought. 

“The patient was taken by road 
ambulance to the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital.” 

Vicky Smith, of West Mercia Po¬ 
lice, said: “A child had fallen from a 
window and was taken to hospital by 
ambulance. 

“The child appears to have no major 
injuries.” 

She added: “This is not being 
treated as suspicious and there is no 
investigation.” 

Man cleared of 
sexual assault 

A MAN has been cleared of an al¬ 
leged sexual assault after appearing 
in court. 

Thomas Mellor, 26, of Stapleton 
Road, Shrewsbury, was found not 
guilty by a jury at Shrewsbury Crown 
Court on Wednesday.

Road's condition is not 
as bad as first feared

THE state of one of Oswestry’s 
main town centre routes is not 
as bad as first feared. 

An initial survey of English Walls 
and Smithfield Street found evidence 
that the road surface could be in an 
“alarming” condition. 

But town councillors have now been told 
that follow up tests have shown less pessi¬ 
mistic results. 

It means that work to repair the road 
should only take up to 10 days. 

Shropshire Council’s engineering con¬ 
sultants, Mouchel, originally said that the 
works could take up to two months. 

On Wednesday last week the town coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee heard from senior 
engineer Ben Corfield. 

In an email to the council he said he or¬ 
dered more tests after not being convinced 
over the original core samples. 

“We now have a more positive picture in 
that the surface is thicker than originally 
thought,” he said. 

He said a new option was to put two lay¬ 
ers of surfacing on the road. 

Mr Corfield said this would see it through 
until Oswestry’s townscape and transport 
forum had finished its survey of the town 
centre traffic system. 

He said: “It will take one to one and a 
half weeks and the work can be undertaken 
at night to avoid disruption to the town 
centre during the day.” 

Councillors are to contact Mouchel to ask 
that as much equipment can be taken off 
site during the day. 

The work is likely to take place in August 
or September, last week’s council meeting 
was told. 


Firm rolls up sleeves for store battle

AN Oswestry sausage roll com¬ 
pany was among a host of West 
Midlands businesses who at¬ 
tended an event to gain a place 
on Morrisons supermarket 
shelves. 

Morrisons announced the 
search for local suppliers last 
month, after research found 
customers want to see more 
food and drink produced ‘just 
down the road’ from their com¬ 
munities. 

More than 60 suppliers ap¬ 
plied to take part in the regional 
programme, and the best pro¬ 
ducers were then invited to Edg- 
mond Village Hall in Newport, 
where they pitched to Morri¬ 
sons’ buyers, customers and 
local store colleagues as well as 
the Women’s Institute. 

One of the suppliers was Coop¬ 
er’s Gourmet Sausage Rolls, 
which is owned and run by Ivan 
Watkiss and his family from 
Oswestry. He began making 
sausage rolls for his three delis 
in Llangollen and Oswestry, 
before starting up the gourmet 
sausage roll company, which has 
grown and grown ever since. 

The suppliers who Morrisons 
think have what it takes to sup¬ 
ply its stores will now be invited 
to a final round of scrutiny at 
the supermarket’s head office in 
Bradford. 


County is 
unlikely to 
benefit from 
bypass fund 

SHROPSHIRE is unlikely to bene¬ 
fit from a bypass fund that has been 
launched by the government. 

But North Shropshire MP Owen 
Paterson says he is still optimistic 
that the county’s A5 and Oswestry by¬ 
pass will benefit from the next round 
of money for Britain’s strategic road 
network. 

The MP raised the problems of 
the A5 with transport minister John 
Hayes in Westminster last week. 

Mr Hayes visited the county last 
year to see and hear for himself the 
problems of those who use and live 
near the A5 north of Shrewsbury. 

Mr Paterson said: “I spoke to John 
Hayes on Tuesday and he said the 
route was still very much in the run¬ 
ning in the strategic roads review.” 

The government has revealed that 
it is to spend £1 million of ring-fenced 
funding from vehicle excise duty on 
bypasses to combat congestion in 
towns and cities. 

However, that money will go on 
A-routes not trunk roads such as the 
A5 and the Oswestry bypass, which 
carries both the A5 and the A483. 

Mr Paterson said: “Oswestry has a 
bypass, but it is a bypass that is not 
working. 

“It is woefully inadequate. 

“If it had been built as a dual car¬ 
riageway from the very beginning we 
would not have the problems that we 
have now.” 

“I do not think the bypass fund can 
help the A5 but the road is still very 
much in the strategic roads review.” 

Vehicle excise duty - work £5.8 bil¬ 
lion a year - will be ringfenced to pay 
for new roads from 2020-21. 

It is the first time the money has 
been linked to highway upkeep since 
1937.

Custody warning

Grounds of 
school to be 
secured for 
pupil safety 

ACCESS to a Welshpool primary 
school is to be gated and the grounds 
secured to ensure the safety of pupils. 

The grounds of Ardwyn Nursery & 
Infants School have long been used as 
a short cut to the town by members of 
the public and by dog walkers but now 
the pathway is to be fenced off. 

“During recent consultations and 
operational meetings to discuss the 
closure of Ardwyn Nursery and In¬ 
fant School and to establish the new 
Ysgol Gymraeg Y Trailwng, both staff 
and governors raised concerns around 
safeguarding of pupils at the school 
estate,” said Gareth Thomas, interim 
head of school services for Powys 
County Council. 

“Issues have been raised that mem¬ 
bers of the public use the Ardwyn 
School grounds, not only during out 
of school hours, but also during school 
hours, especially dog walkers. 

“This creates a very real safeguard¬ 
ing issue, and is of significant concern 
to staff, parents, pupils, governors 
and wider members of the commu¬ 
nity. Powys County Council officers 
have investigated issues related to the 
rights of way and public access at the 
school site and it has been concluded 
that there is no public right of way as 
defined by law within the grounds of 
the school and there are no other pub¬ 
lic access arrangements in place.” 

County Councillor Graham Breeze 
fully supports the decision. “The 
move is essential and long overdue in 
the interests of the safety of the pupils 
attending the school,” he said. 

“This will prove an inconvenience 
to those who regularly use school 
grounds for dog walking purposes or 
simply as a means of accessing the 
town centre but the safeguarding of 
the children must come first.”

“It helps when people know where the 
council stand on certain issues, and what 
will be working going forward.” 

Within the lengthy plan published on the 
council’s website it has said it will support 
developments on affordable housing, but 
only if the scheme is viable, and it also said 
it would support the development of a hotel 
or motel on a suitable site. 

Other points include the continued objec¬ 
tion to out of town shopping developments, 
except for extensions to Coed y Dinas or the 
Old Station.

AM calls for 
support for 
air link to 
be scrapped 

THE public subsidy for the contro¬ 
versial north-south air link should 
be scrapped, according to Assembly 
Member for Montgomeryshire and 
Shadow Cabinet Secretary for Trans¬ 
port, Russell George. 

The First Minister, in a written 
statement last week, said that the 
route was vital for the Welsh economy 
- but opponents have criticised it as 
a highly subsidised shuttle service for 
senior civil servants and politicians 
which delivers no benefit to the people 
of Mid Wales. 

Mr George said: “The north-south 
air link has been labelled as ‘vital’ for 
the Welsh economy but it delivers ab¬ 
solutely zero benefit to the people of 
Mid Wales. 

“The Welsh Government subsidy 
for the air link is more than £100 a 
head, which is higher than the cost of 
a return ticket. 

“If they can’t prove that the route 
can be cost effective in the long term 
then it should be scrapped. 

“It might be vital for them, but 
there’s little evidence to suggest that 
it does anything at all for the wider 
Mid Wales economy. 

“Instead of wasting millions more 
on an air link for civil servants and 
politicians we’d be better off investing 
this money in devolving economic le¬ 
vers to Mid Wales through establish¬ 
ing a Mid Wales Growth Deal to boost 
investment in our region. 

“There’s a North Wales Growth 
Deal, Cardiff Region City Deal and a 
Swansea Bay City Deal so there’s ab¬ 
solutely no reason why we shouldn’t 
have a Mid Wales Growth Deal which 
would deliver much better value for 
money for Mid Wales taxpayers and 
be of far more benefit to the Mid 
Wales economy.”

RSPCA Cymru pulled the body of a 
Staffordshire bull terrier-cross from the 
river at Pentrefelin, Llangollen, after the 
shocking discovery was made by a pas¬ 
ser-by on June 23 between 12.30pm and 
12.45pm. 

The bloated body of the animal was 
found tied to a rope, which the passer-by 
noted was connected to a lump of wood, 
but on retrieval the wood had fallen off. 

A microchip was identified on the body 
of the dog, but cannot be traced to an 
owner. 

However, the charity has discovered 
the chip was implanted in County Dur¬ 
ham and an appeal for information to 
trace to owner has been launched. 

RSPCA inspector Tim Jones said: 
“This was a shocking discovery made 
from a river in the Pentrefelin area of 
Llangollen. It’s unclear how this brown 
Staffy-cross ended up in the river in this 
way, with rope tied around the neck - but 
we’re urging anyone with appropriate in¬ 
formation to come forward.”

Devastated family pays tribute to loving father

THE devastated family of the man found dead 
at a roadside diner between Welshpool and 
Shrewsbury have paid tribute to him. 

Satnam Singh Blugher, known as Tony or 
‘Mr B’, was found by his son at Tony’s Diner - 
a business he had run for more than 15 years 
- at about 4.40pm on June 26. 

Paramedics were called to the diner, which 
sits on the A458 Welshpool to Shrewsbury road 
at Halfway House, and the 67-year-old was 


found to have serious injuries to his head and 
torso. He was pronounced dead at the scene 
and police launched a murder investigation. 

His family said: “Our family and the commu¬ 
nity are devastated and shaken by the events 
that have occurred. In any normal circum¬ 
stance we can eventually accept that life goes 
on but in this instance it is hard to accept. 

“Our dad was a big Man United fan and fam¬ 
ily was everything to him. He was always there 


for them to do whatever he could. A loving dad 
and grandfather who would do anything for 
his grandchildren to bring a smile to their face. 
Dad had the diner over 15 years and had estab¬ 
lished a very good relationship with the local 
community and customers from afar. Known 
to the community as ‘Mr B’ or Tony everyone 
remembers the cheerful loudness of his greet¬ 
ings and the long handshakes” 

A man appeared at Stafford Crown Court on 


Monday last week charged with Mr Blugher’s 
murder. Belkar Singh, 58, of Booth Street, Bir¬ 
mingham, will next appear before the court 
on September 15. An inquest on Mr Blugher 
was opened and adjourned at the Shirehall in 
Shrewsbury. John Ellery, senior coroner for 
Shropshire, Telford & Wrekin, said the inquest 
would be suspended to await the outcome of 
the Crown Prosecution Service proceedings re¬ 
garding the murder.

Representatives were jointly awarded the 
accolade at the Llangollen International 
Musical Eisteddfod’s 70th anniversary 
opening concert on Monday last week. 

Mr Waite, the Eisteddfod’s president, 
said: “It would be difficult to imagine more 
worthy candidates for this award. Medecins 
Sans Frontieres policy of temoignage helps 
to break down barriers, alleviate suffering 
and spread the message of peace across the 
globe, while British Ironworks’ creative and 
striking initiative identified a real opportu¬ 
nity to address the knife crime epidemic in 
the UK.”

March for 
maternity

FAMILIES took to the streets of Oswestry 
to protest against what is happening to the 
town’s midwife-led maternity unit. 

Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS Trust 
has suspended services at the maternity units in 
Oswestry, Bridgnorth and Ludlow, possibly for six 
months, due to ongoing staffing issues. 

Hundreds of protestors walked from the Bailey Head in 
Oswestry on Sunday to the town’s maternity unit, which 
is based at Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital in Gobowen. 

A second group of about 100 protesters walked from 
Gobowen train station to take part in the demonstration. 

Liz Grayston, founder of the Save Oswestry Maternity 
Unit campaign and a mum of four, led the march. She 
said: “We are protesting at the current ‘temporary’ clo¬ 
sure of our units in Oswestry, Ludlow and Bridgnorth in 
order to prioritise the units at Telford, and at the pro¬ 
posed introduction of an on-call midwife system across 
rural Shropshire.” 

Deirdre Fowler, director of nursing, midwifery and 
quality at SaTH, said: “We recognise the significant im¬ 
pact that this may have on some of the women we care 
for about their planned place of birth and we are sorry 
for this. We have taken into account the many comments 
received regarding short-notice closures and recognise 
that the women we care for need assurance about their 
place of birth. For this reason, we have made the most 
difficult decision to suspend some services for a defined 
period of time whilst we work up alternative longer-term

Mid wales 
is still not 
up to speed 

NEW figures have revealed broadband 
speeds in Mid Wales are still among the 
worst in the UK. 

Research conducted by consumer or¬ 
ganisation Which? found that Powys is 
in the bottom 10 for speeds in the UK, 
along with the Orkney Islands, Shetland 
Islands and Highland local authorities. 

Ryedale in Yorkshire and Purbeck in 
Dorset also made up the bottom five, with 
Tamworth, Reading, Enfield and Dundee 
City among the places where the fastest 
speeds can be picked up. 

The minimum download speed pro¬ 
posed under the Government’s Universal 
Service Obligation is 10Mbps, but the 
study found the average test in 12 local 
authority areas didn’t reach this speed. 

Russell George, Montgomeryshire 
Assembly Member has spent years cam¬ 
paigning for better broadband in the 
county, and has called for better work to 
be done by the Welsh Government to pro¬ 
vide higher broadband speeds. 

He is holding a Montgomeryshire 
Broadband Summit at 10.30am on July 
17 at the Elephant and Castle Hotel in 
Newtown, along with Minister for Skills 
and Science Julie James AM. 

Speaking recently, Mr George said the 
Superfast Broadband scheme in Wales 
needs to improve. He said: “The original 
open market review identified 45,000 
premises in Wales that would not benefit 
from the project but this has now grown 
to 98,000 - over double the original num¬ 
ber. The project is also still plagued with 
communications issues.” 

Community 
links set to 
be improved 

PUBLIC engagement will play a key role 
in changing the way Powys County Coun¬ 
cil delivers future services. 

Cabinet member for communications, 
Councillor James Evans said the coun¬ 
cil cabinet had agreed to development 
a new community engagement plan to 
strengthen the links between the council 
and local communities. 

He said: “It is clear that our commu¬ 
nities want to see a change in the way 
the council and cabinet presents itself to 
communities. 

“It is important that we engage with 
all our residents, community groups and 
elected members to meet the challenges 
we face and shape future direction. 

“While online consultations provide 
valuable feedback I believe that meeting 
face to face with communities and elected 
members to discuss matters works even 
better. 

“We are committed to having mean¬ 
ingful conversations with our residents 
and have already demonstrated that with 
our commitment to review the operation 
of household waste centres, something 
that was a great matter of concern for 
residents.” 

Visibility concerns 
on road addressed 

IMPROVEMENT works have been car¬ 
ried out to a road junction after a north 
Powys community had raised concerns 
with the county council. 

Powys County Council had received 
concerns about the visibility from the 
junction of the B4385/U2413 at Cwmgo- 
lau. 

Highway works had been carried out 
at the junction to assist the movement of 
abnormal loads carry components to the 
new wind farm near Cefn Coch. 

But the local community council, res¬ 
idents and the local county councillor 
raised concerns about the impact of the 
works had on the visibility of the junc¬ 
tion. 

The council investigated the concerns 
and arranged for further improvements 
works to the junction, which were carried 
out by Jones Bros, on behalf of the wind 
farm developer Belltown Power Limited.

ABOUT 4,000 performers and as many as 
50,000 visitors converged on Llangollen 
near Oswestry for a time-honoured cele¬ 
bration of singing and dancing. 

Llangollen’s annual International Musical Ei¬ 
steddfod drew to a close on Sunday with a typical¬ 
ly blistering set by Welsh rock heroes The Manic 
Street Preachers. 

It was a triumphant end to the festival’s 70th year, 
which boasted an impressive line-up that also saw per¬ 
formances from Gregory Porter, Overtones, Only Boys 
Aloud, Sir Bryn Terfel, Reverend and The Makers and 
BBC Radio One’s Huw Stephens. 

This year also broke the world record for the largest 
collection of tenors singing Nessum Dorma together, as 
89 operatic singers broke out in an unplanned chorus. 

The musical extravaganza has been an astonishing suc¬ 
cess story, going from a fledgling post-war peace event 
that it was feared would be a flop, to a distinguished mul¬ 
ticultural festival that brings artists and performers from 
all over the globe. 

Exact figures have yet to come in, but numbers on the 
streets for the Eisteddfod’s annual town parade are also 
thought to be up on last year’s 7,000.

Contractors 
told to up 
their game 

TWO grass cutting contractors in Powys 
are being told to improve their perfor¬ 
mance or face being penalised after a 
high level of complaints from residents. 

Green Fingers Ltd and J Hughes 
Ltd carry out grass cutting on behalf of 
Powys County Council across the county. 

After a number of complaints about their 
reduced service and level of performance, 
new portfolio holder for highways, Coun¬ 
cillor Liam Fitzpatrick has warned con¬ 
tractors to improve with immediate 
effect. 

He said: “From my first day in office 
as cabinet member for highways, I have 
received a high level of complaints with 
regard to grass cutting. These relate to 
both the reduced level of service and 
also the performance from contractors 
throughout the county. I recognise the 
real anguish and distress this is causing 
residents of Powys. I have advised con¬ 
tractors in the strongest possible terms 
that I wish to see a visible improvement 
in their performance with immediate ef¬ 
fect and that they comply with the terms 
of the contract and the agreed work. 
Should I not see an immediate improve¬ 
ment, penalty clauses will be imposed 
alongside plans to ensure the service is 
delivered as specified.” 

Welshpool Town Council took over the 
responsibility of cutting grass within the 
town boundary alongside its street clean¬ 
ing service nine months ago. 

County councillor Phil Pritchard said 
the job done by council staff has been ex¬ 
cellent.

A total of 55 new pay and display ma¬ 
chines will replace the current machines, 
which are old and in a poor condition and 
also do not take the new £1 coin. The first 
machines have already been installed in 
Back Lane car park in Newtown. 

The new machines will accept the new 
£1 coins and the old £1 coins, which go 
out of circulation in October. Cllr Liam 
Fitzpatrick, cabinet member for high¬ 
ways, said: “It is great to hear that new 
ticket machines are being installed in 
our pay and display car parks. The new 
machines will accept the old £1 coin until 
they lose their legal tender status in Oc¬ 
tober.

Firm is recovering 
after cyber attack 

CADBURY owner Mondelez, which 
was one of many firms hit by a global 
cyber attack two weeks ago, says it is 
making progress in recovering from 
the hack. 

Most of the organisations affected 
by the attack recovered within 48 
hours. Mondelez, which has factories 
at Chirk near Oswestry and Leomin¬ 
ster, has said it was among the firms 
affected by the hack. In a statement 
on its website, the company said: 
“While there is still work to be done, 
we continue to restore functionality 
to a number of key systems and re¬ 
main focused on executing business 
continuity plans. We are dedicated to 
delivering our products to customers 
and minimising disruptions in the in¬ 
terim.” The programme used in the 
attack was thought to be similar to 
one used in the attack on NHS com¬ 
puters last month. 

Man in court over 
sex allegations 

A MAN has appeared in court charged 
with harassment and inciting two 
girls under 16 to engage in sexual ac¬ 
tivity. 

Bryan Anthony Bowen, 26, of Borfa 
Green, Welshpool, appeared before 
Welshpool Magistrates Court on Tues¬ 
day last week. 

He was charged with harassment of 
a woman between two dates last year. 

He was further charged with two 
counts of inciting two girls on sepa¬ 
rate dates in 2016 to engage in sexual 
activity. No pleas were entered at the 
appearance at Welshpool Magistrates 
Court. 

Bowen will now appear before Mold 
Crown Court on August 4. 


THE autobiography of one 
of Shropshire’s most nota¬ 
ble figures has been re-pub¬ 
lished as part of a hospital’s 
big celebration. 

Dame Agnes Hunt told her sto¬ 
ry in her book, This is My Life, 
first published back in 1938. 

It charted a life that took her 
from Shropshire to Australia and 
back again, and saw her set up the 
Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital with 
co-founder Sir Robert Jones. 

Almost 80 years later the book has 
been re-printed, including an insert of 
fascinating photos and a new intro¬ 
duction. 

The book is part of a year of celebra¬ 
tion for the hospital to mark 150 years 
since her birth and 160 years since the 
birth of Robert Jones. 

Mark Brandreth, hospital chief ex¬ 
ecutive, said: “I have become familiar 
with Dame Agnes’s story since taking 
up my post here, and it really is the 
most remarkable legacy that she has 
left behind. 

“Her book is enlightening and en¬ 
tertaining, and I am delighted that we 
have been able to arrange for a special 
edition to be printed in our year of cel¬ 
ebration.” 

Proceeds of the sale will go the hos¬ 
pital’s League of Friends, who have 
paid for the latest reprint. It is priced 
at £9.99 and is available from the 
League of Friends shop in the main 
entrance. 

Charity director of the League 
of Friends Victoria Sugden added: 
“We were only too happy to provide 
support to reprint Dame Agnes’s au¬ 


tobiography when we were first ap¬ 
proached. 

“So much of what we do is about 
supporting the hospital in making im¬ 
provements with the future in mind. 

“This is about celebrating our illus¬ 
trious history, and in our year of cel¬ 


ebration that is so appropriate. It is a 
great read and I would urge patients, 
visitors and staff alike to get hold of 
a copy.” 

Born in London, Dame Hunt went 
on to live a fascinating life. She was 
disabled from osteomyelitis of the 


hip and went into nursing, opening 
Baschurch Children’s Hospital for 
crippled children. In 1901 she sought 
treatment for her own condition from 
surgeon Robert Jones, who was in¬ 
vited to Baschurch and travelled there 
to provide treatment to children. 


Sweetened 
drinks to be 
phased out 
at hospital 

SUGAR sweetened drinks are to be 
phased out at Oswestry Orthopaedic 
Hospital. 

NHS England issued a new scheme 
this month saying sales of sugar 
sweetened drinks such as cola, energy 
drinks and fruit smoothies can only 
make up 10 per cent of drink sales on 
any hospital site. 

But Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospi¬ 
tal is taking it one step further by re¬ 
moving all sugar sweetened beverages 
from its restaurant. 

The League of Friends who run a 
cafe on the site have also agreed, and 
the vending machine suppliers for the 
hospital are on board with the hospi¬ 
tals plans. Phil Page-Davies, head of 
estates and facilities at the hospital, 
said: “We are committed to support¬ 
ing our patients and staff to lead 
healthier lifestyles and to make sim¬ 
ple, positive choices. As a result, and 
following a recent directive from NHS 
England, we have taken the decision 
to move to reduce all sugar-sweetened 
beverages from sale across the trust 
with immediate effect. These drinks 
will not disappear from the shelves 
straight away, as we will run down 
existing stocks. 

“Healthier alternatives to these 
drinks, such as Coke Zero or Diet 
Coke, will still be available. Fruit 
juices which contain naturally occur¬ 
ring sugar are not affected by this de¬ 
cision, and will remain on sale.” 

The government has attempted to 
tackle problems with sugary drinks in 
the past and in 2016 announced the 
introduction of the ‘sugar tax’, which 
will come into force in 2018.

Everything I do, is 
for a love of music 


H e’s been nominated for 
17 Grammy Awards, has 
been inducted into the 
Canadian Music Hall of 
Fame and received a star 
on the Hollywood Walk of 
Fame in 2011. 

Bryan Adams is a multi-platinum rock legend, who rose 
to fame with a string of huge hits in the 1980s including 
Summer of 69, Run to You and Heaven. 

He’s sold more than 100 million records and his 1991 
single, (Everything I Do) I Do It For You remains a UK 
record-breaker, having spent 16 consecutive weeks at 
number one. 

And yet for all of the success that Bryan has enjoyed 
in his 42-year career, he steadfastly refuses to look back. 
Bryan doesn’t bother thinking about what he’s done - he 
thinks about what he’s about to do. 

And this summer that’s involved a series of sell out gigs 
around the UK as part of an open-air tour that has thrilled 
tens of thousands of fans. 

Adams will bring his show to Worcester’s Sixways 
Stadium tonight and fans can look forward to a slew of 
greatest hits. 

He’s looking forward to the show: “I’m delighted to be 
continuing my tour and heading to Worcester. It will give 
me an opportunity to perform tracks from my latest album 
Get Up as well as some of my earlier classics. It’s going to 
be a special show and I hope my fans are able to join me.” 

Get Up helped to revitalise Bryan’s career after he 
worked on the project with ELO mainman-cum-producer, 
Jeff Lynne. It was his 14th studio album and was his first 
recording of new material since 2008’s 11. 

The record was the product of an international record 
experience, with Bryan, Lynne and fellow collaborator Jim 
Vallance emailing one another work. 

Bryan says: “It came together quite organically, song 
by song, working with Jeff producing over the past couple 
of years whenever he had time. It was a great partnership 
as it gave me plenty of time to write the songs, most 
of which are a collaboration with Jim Vallance. We all 
worked primarily over the internet from Canada, Europe 
and LA, sending demos and parts of songs until we got 
it right.” 

Bryan was delighted to work with Lynne, who is one of 
his friends. 

“A friend of mine is also a friend of his. We 
were just talking, and I said, ‘Oh, if you see 
Jeff, say hi from me’. He said, ‘I will’. Then I 
got a message back: ‘Oh, Jeff wants you to 
call him when you get to L.A. sometime.. So 
I called, [then] went up and saw him. 

“Jeff said, ‘Do you wanna cut a track 
sometime?’. I said, ‘Yeah’. 

“He did what I would imagine 
he does in any project that he’ 
done: He sort of becomes a 
member of the band. In this 
case, on the majority of the 
tracks he produced on this 
album, he is the band. I had 
wanted to work with Jeff for 
a long time. When it finally 
happened I was elated.” 

The results were instant 
and Bryan enjoyed making 
the record. He was glad 
that he’d had a long spell 
between records - with only 
a covers album, Tracks of 
My Years, being released 
since 2008. 

Bryan’s manager Bruce 
Allen gives his charge 
plenty of time to come up 
with new ideas. He never 
hassles Bryan and leaves 
him to wait until the spirit 
moves him, before making 
a new record.

“Well, I’m always making songs, and what drives you 
isn’t the past; what drives you is the future and what 
you’re creating next. That’s how I think about it. I don’t 
think about what I’ve done; I think about what I’m about 
to do. 

“I always have to try and find time to write. I’ve been 
working on songs. I have songs on my Bare Bones 
record, I have songs on my Tracks of My Years record. 

I have songs on my Sydney Opera House record. I 
have lots of new songs coming out. Get Up was the 
first sort of comprehensive [album].” 

The record emerged out of nowhere. Initially, 

Bryan was only planning to record one song. But he 
was so happy with that that he carried 
on and made the whole record. 
“When I heard the first track 
we did played back, I 
thought, ‘Wow, we 
can’t just stop 
here’. I kept 




asking him 
to do more 
songs. That is 
how the album 
came about. I never 
actually said, ‘Hey, can you 
produce my album?’. 

“We did a track 
together, and one by 
one it grew. I would say, 
‘Wanna do another track?’ 
He always said, ‘Well, I’ve 
got my album to do’. I said, 
‘That’s OK. Whenever you’ve 
got time’. I was in no hurry.”

gone down the nostalgia route, opting to play the old hits 
and keep the flame alive. 

But Bryan has travelled in a different direction. He’s 
been deliberately finding new things to do so that he 
remains fresh and relevant to the modern idiom. He has 
no intention of trading on former glories and prefers to 
take photographs, play gigs and engage in philanthropic 
work. 

“I was asked to go the nostalgia route, as you would 
call it, on the last album, Tracks of My Years’, which I was 
reluctant to do. I would literally leave one studio where 
I was recording the covers with David Foster, and go to 
another studio where I was working on the new album 
with Jeff. That gave me the impetus to get through the 
Foster record, because I didn’t enjoy that at all. 

“I did it because my management and record company 
wanted me to. I got into it in the end. And David is a 
brilliant producer — nothing against him. It just wasn’t 
something I really wanted to do. It was funny literally 
leaving one studio thinking ‘ugh’, then going into the 
[next] studio going ‘ah!’ It wasn’t for the ‘ah!’ moments, I 
wouldn’t have gotten through the ‘ugh’ moments.”

Ford EcoSport a fresh look

UK-bound EcoSports will be made in Europe for the first time 


The Ford EcoSport is to receive its 
most comprehensive facelift yet, 
giving the compact crossover with 
a fresh new look, improved quality 
and the option of four-wheel drive. 

UK-bound EcoSports will also be 
made in Europe for the first time, with 
production moving from a plant in 
Chennai, India to Craiova in Romania 
in a bid to cut customer lead times 
and improve build quality. 

Styling 

It’s likely that the look of the updated 
model will echo that of the US-market 
EcoSport - revealed at last year’s LA 
motor show - with exterior styling 
closer to that of the Kuga and Edge, 
and interior elements such as an 
eight-inch touchscreen with Sync3 
shared with the new Fiesta. 

A Ford spokesman revealed that 
cars bound for the UK were likely to 
get some additional styling tweaks 
all of their own, too, with additional 
contrasting colour combinations and 
the illusion of a ‘floating’ roof thanks to 
colour-coordinated pillars. 

It’s hoped that the changes will 
address some of the shortcomings 
of the outgoing car, launched in 2014 
and quickly facelifted earlier this year 
to not entirely universal acclaim. 

Additionally, the changes will help 
distance EcoSport from the soon-to- 
be-launched Fiesta Active crossover 
- a standard Fiesta with raised ride 


height and additional plastic body 
cladding, if no increased off-roading 
ability. 

“We think the customers are 
quite different,” Ford of Europe 
lead engineer for Fiesta Seamus 
McDermott explained. “So in the 


EcoSport, you’ve got the option of 
the all-wheel-drive coming out later 
as well, but the Active is a different 
flavour of Fiesta. The EcoSport is 
more of an SUV, while the Active 
is more of a crossover, if you like. 
We’re just giving the customers more
